The Museum previously owned three examples 
of the work of Mr. Macknight, but even now it 
has none of his pictures of the Grand Canon. 

Classical Department 

The limestone statue of a man of the sixth 
century, B. C, formerly lent by Dr. Ross, is 
included in the present gift. In common with 
other examples of this type, the left leg was prob- 
ably advanced, and the right hand may have held 
some attribute. The treatment of the mouth and 
cheeks gives the face an air of individuality almost 
suggesting portraiture.

The nude torso of a girl, for many years lent by 
Mr. J. Templeman Coolidge, is now given to the 
Museum. Though only a fragment, the vitality and 
truth with which the immature forms are portrayed 
and the fresh beauty of the surface give this work dis- 
tinction among the classical marbles in the collection. 

Department of Paintings 

"The Boar Hunt," a large canvas by Frans 
Snyders, which has hung in the Museum for a 
number of years, is an important example of this 
master and a valuable addition to the Museum's 
small collection of Flemish pictures. The large 
miniature portrait of Napoleon by Frederic Millet 
represents the emperor in his early maturity and is 
characteristic and vivid. It was formerly in the 
collection of Marshal Soult, which was sold in 
Paris in 1852. 



Textile Collection 

The two pieces of Flemish tapestry given by 
Mr. Coolidge were originally incorporated in 
a much larger tapestry, the middle and end portions 
of which are missing. A marble column, steps, 
part of a canopy and a rug, as well as the atti- 
tudes of the figures grouped around, suggest that, 
in the middle missing portion, a king enthroned 
is listening to news of a battle brought by the 
breathless messenger in the left-hand tapestry. 
The surrounding listeners look serious, as if hearing 
tidings of great importance. The only clues to the 
nature of the narrative are the gathering foot and 
mounted soldiers in the upper part of the right- 
hand tapestry and two soldiers pursuing and killing a 
fleeing man in the left-hand piece. These tapestries 
are so beautiful in composition, drawing, color, and 
technique that it is a matter of congratulation that 
they have resisted the ravages of time and have been 
added to the Museum collection.

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Western Art 

Mr. Coolidge's gift comprises twenty-seven 
objects in the Department of Western Art, mainly 
of the Gothic and early Renaissance periods. 
Among the sculpture a painted terra cotta bust of 
Christ and a polychrome wooden statuette of a 
saint in armor are among the most interesting. 
The bust is a beautiful and dignified work of the 
sixteenth century, and is ascribed to the School of

The metal work includes brass censors, sconces 
and clocks, wrought iron grilles, etc. The balcony 
came from the well-known Peruzzi Collection in 
Florence, and is an excellent example of sixteenth 
century Italian wrought iron.

Several beautiful Venetian glass dishes of the 
sixteenth and seventeenth centuries are included 
in the gift. The one shown is particularly attrac- 
tive in color, being of amber with ruby edges 
Others are clear white and have the wonderful 
lightness which is typical of the best Venetian 
glass. 



Donatello. The statuette probably represents St. 
Henry of Germany who founded many churches 
in his life-time. This fact is typified by the church 
which he carries on his left hand, while in his right 
he holds the sword of St. Adrian, his patron saint. 
At his feet is a couchant lion. His armor is 
of the so-called Maximilian type over which he 
wears a long robe. This figure is considered to 
be of the School of Abbeville of the late fifteenth 
century.
